IIEOBTM MAII. UNSAFE.

GOVERNMENT WON'T PAY IN-
PEMNITY IN CASE OF LOAS,

Rig Falling Of in the Busineas Dve
fo Thisv Maot—-An Nearviyg AL Other
Countrien the Sender s Recom-
pensed—Interenting Figures.

One hundread and fve registered lettors
were destroyed by the burning of s mail-
car al Newport, Tenn , the other day.
Undoubtedly nearly sll of them contained
sums of money. To insure their safety
the senders paid to the Qovernment eight
cents on each lettor, besides the postage.
Nevertheless, l_hcy will get nol one cent
of compensation for their loss.

No wonder that the registry business of
the Postoffice Department is sterdily di
minishing. The people are losing confi
dence in the gystem as a means of (nsur-
ance. Though the fee has been reduced
from ten to elght cents, the number of
letters and parcels registered during the
Inst fiscal year was, according to The
New York World, less than 11,000,000
Four years ago the number exceeded 15,
000,000 anpually. What wanted is
safety, and the system does not give it

When a mailcar or Postoffice is robbed
it is alwaye the registered matter, adver-
tised on ita face as valuable, that is taken.
In 1880 the Postmaster General of the
United States advocated the abandonment
of registration, on the ground that it was
“fruitful only of danger to what it was
designed to protect.”

The remedy is very simple. The Gov-
ernment ought to grant compensation for
registered letters lost or destroyed.

Nearly all foreign countries give such
insurance. In Grent Britain, for exam-
ple, the registration fee i only four cents,
und if the letter is not safely delivered to
the nddressee an indemnity of $10 is paid
to the loser. A graduated scries of fees
I8 so. arranged that the sender of a parcel
can insure it up to $250, this maximum
guarantee requiring the payment of twen
ty:-two cents. The parcel must be marked
with its value.

It is stated in the postal regulations of
the United Kivgdom, rather guaintly,
that payment of such ipsurance will be
made by the Postmaster General “not in
consequence of legal reliability, but vol
untarily and as an sct of grace.'”

Registration of muney or jewelry is
compulsory; such articles are mot per-
mitted to be sent in the ordinacy mails.

foreigm parts cannot be registered, though
for India” they may be insured.

ll improperly lrnpped or contuing eggy,
liquids or very fragile articles.

Nearly all foreign countries imsure let-
ters and packages up to $10 in their do-
mestic service without extra fes. On the
other hand no idemaity is pald even for
rdgistered mail matter by the United
Siates, Brazil, Bolivia, Paraguay, Ura-
guay, Chili, Britlsh Iodin, Japan and

ternationul Postal Union, one finds that
the sender of a registered letter pack-
age to n forelgn conntry is entitled to $10
in case of loss, unless the latter has
been occasioned by ‘‘force majeure’’—
meaning war, This Indemnity must be
piid by the Government that dispsiches
the packsge., However, that Govern-
ment may recover the amount from the
Government In whose territory the loss
was incurred.

The adoption by Uncle S8am of an in-
demnity limited to §10 ‘would incrense
the confidence of the public at very\lule
cost. During the last fiscal year 654
pieces of reglstered matter were lost, Bup-
posiog the maximum payment to be
granted in each instance, the entire ex-
pensé of such insurance would be #6540
for the twelvemonth, This is a trifle
compared with the money gained thst
would accrue to the Government from
the increase in the registry business that
would follow the aecceptance of the in-
demnity plan. The latter would take
from the ordinary muils a vast number of
money letters and would make the (rans-
mission of such letters much more safe

The registry aystem practically pre-
vents dishonesty on the part of postal
employes. Every person who handles
a registered Jeiter or package must give a
receipt for it If it 18 lost. the Postoffice
Department can put its hand, so to spesk,
on the spot where it disappeared. It can
go right to the individual who had It
when it vunished, and can hold him re-
sponsible. If it is & case of theft it is
known exactly st what point search
ought to begin, and the missing leiter is
very apt Lo be recovered

It is considered most desirable that
valuable packages should be taken out
of the ordinary mails, where their pres
ence i8 & constant temptation to pestal
employes. Thefts by them involve heavy
expenses for detective work, trials, eto.
Thousands of people make a regular
practice of sending money in the ordi
nary mails, beecsase they believe that the
chances of loss are increased by registra
